"Onn of rhe serious features of the sit- 


uation in Hawaii is that u number of 
tha lending insurrectionists are what, 
limy bo cidlrd 'professional revolution- 
ists.' The rank and file arc ignorant 
dupes. Among tho leaders take for ex- 
ample WUcox, !h» military leader iu the 
last insurrection. He was educated at 
tho expense of the government: for seven 
years in Italy, retaining in 1887. In 
1888 he entered into a conspiracy wirh 
Liliirokalaui and otlicrs to oiartlirow 
the king in favor of Ltlinokalani , which 
conspiracy nearly succeeded. He was 
not prosecuted on condition that he 
leave the country. 


"In 1889 he returned, and again con- 


spired with Liliuokalm. to overthrow 
the king. Eight were killed. Wilcox 
and about 100 others, wnre captured. 
OIIG white man waa convicted of droosou 
by a jury of foreigners and sentenced 
to death, which sentence was commuted 
to a year's imprisomsioat aiyl banish- 
ment. Wilcox and all tho natives wore 
acquitted by a native jury. In 18H1 
Lihuokalani was again plotting with 
Wilcox to overthrow her brother, the 
king, when the latter i-elioved her of tho 
necessity of so doing by dying and 
leaving her his successor. 


"In the spring of IS'.IS Wilcox ontored 


into «. conspiracy witn V. V. Aehford, 
another of tnose now i:imior arrest and 
others who ore now nimpant royalists, 
to overthrow LiliuokiJani, establish a 
republic »nd s«ftk aii,uuxation to the 
0nited Statw*. They were uanglit red- 
handcfl. 
Ashford 
flew the country. 


Wilcox was committed for trial, but Iho 
government nolle pnwsed the 
case, 


knowing the improbability of getting a 
conviction before a native jury. Since 
then, Wilcox has in ttmi been a bitter 
opponent and vilifier of the qneou; sup- 
port*! bur in the attempt to abrogate 
the 
constitution In 
Ja.mury, 1888; 


joined the onticxationiats, becoming a 
vice president of ono of fche annexation 
clubs and now bobs up ouce rnoie as u 
patriotic defciidnr at royalty.

PERILS OF THE OGEAH 


Many Lives Lost and Hundreds 


of Others Endangered. 


BRAVE WORK OP LIFESAVERS,

iilung for 40 hours to tho rigging of 
their vessel, off 3?ira island beach were 
rescued at midnight by tho crow of tho 
Lone Hill lifesaving station. The ves- 
sel proved to be the schooner Louis V. 
Place, Captain Siiuires. uoal-ladf n from 
Baltimore to New York. She left Balti- 
more on Jan. 28, and was wrecked dur- 
ing the height of the gale. Kino men 
took to the rigging when the vessel 
went down an oignth of a mile off the 
shore nnd they clurijf in tho raging bh/.- 
zard wi:h the . spray freezing as -t€- 
dashed over them until, one by onei 
seven of them slipped into tho sea-s or 
hung lifeless, bound to the rigging by a 
rope. Two only were able to endure tlio 
terrible o.tposure. They are S. J. Nel- 
son, whoso home ia in Providence, 
nnd William Stevens, a Gorman of 
JKockland, Me. The rescued men are

Joan Baptleto. It w*s about 11 o'clock 
ft); night ^vjien report was icado io mo 
that a Whiio Star line freighter, snp- 
posed lo bo tiid Or Vic, hud boeu sightcit. 
The captain of the Oevic is au old friend 
of miuo and I had Higu.ils sout up to let 
him know who we were. 


"Tho gifruaLs wo sout Up woro seen by 


tlie French biu-k which Wtis ovor on our 
starboard side about five miles away. It 
was not particularly cold, but there was 
a snowstorm raid a lioavy westerly 
swell. The distressed crew waa display- 
ing red lights to show that the vessel 
•was out of contvolf ttiid ns wo made 
toward her, throe men went up int 
mizzen rigging with torches. The 
w:u water-logged. A boat with five men 
in command of Second Officer Hogg was 
lowered. When om- boat reached the 
distress;.".! vussol, tlio men funnd tliat 
tlie crew hacl launched two bouts and 
were loading all of their eltucts. Cap- 
tain Lebot nnd his sou v.-ero the last to, 
leave tho Jean Baptiste. They came 
away m our boat. The rest of tlio crew 
came to us in thoir own boats and said 
they had brought all their personal 01- 
fccts vv-itb thorn." 


The Jean Baptisre belonged at Havre, 


and was from Halifax to Cork, ladon 
with duals. Captain Lobot said bo was 
tho solo owner of the bark and that slid 
was not insured. None uf the cre\v can 
speak English, and they will bo earod 
for by Hie French consul in this city.

SMOKING IN CHURCH. 


Tber«1V>< uTImo Wlioii It \V»« Praotlccil 


In tile llrUlKh I ,le». 


Tho practice of smoking in church 


was prevalent in many churclies in 
this country in tho last years of the 
sixteouth century and iho beginning 
of tho seven teen th century. Previ- 
ous to the visit of James I to the Uni- 
versity of Cambridge in 1615 the vice 
chancellor issued a uotico to the stu- 
dents which enjoined that ''noe gi'iid- 
uato, sclioller or student of this uni- 
versity presume to take tobacco in 
St. Mario's church upon payne of 
linall expelhuge tlio uuiversitie." 


Sir Walter Scott, in his "Heart of 


Midlothian," refers to ono Duncan of 
Kuockdnudar, au important pe. ~>n- 
ago, who biuokod during tho whole 
of tbo sermon, from an iron pipe, to- 
bacco borrowed from other worship- 
ers. Wo are told that "at the end of 
tho discourse ho knocked tho ashes 
out of tho pipo, replaced it in his 
sporran, rejoined in the prayer with 
decency and attention." The Bamo 
practice existed in Hudson Bay ter- 
ritory and some other of the British 
possessions beyond Iho seas for some 
time after tho erection of tho first

"The northern half of the island oi 


Borneo is the queerest and moat un- 
satisfactory place to live that one can 
imagine,"said Burton Emhoff. "II 
ia a land of constantly recurring phe- 
nomena, where cyclones nmfrequen 
and deluges of water very common. 
Tho vegetation in that half iaverj 
fine, bnt in all probability the wilrlas 
and moat tangled oa earth—not even 
excepting that of Africa. Tho cause 
of all the trouble ia the shallow con 
dition of tho sea north of it, great -tives, 
Bhoals of aand existing a few miles 
out which extend along its entire 
noilhcrn loufcth. Those shoals are 
covered by n depth of water not over 
five feet deep. Tho constant recur 
ring winds that blow in that climate 
change to hiuricanes and sweep the 
smaller islands of all visible life 
When such a storm strikes the Bam 
shoals north o! Borneo, it sweeps up 
tho shallow salt water into its course 
and drenches the island with it. 


"Often it gnthers up sand, grea 


mosses of it, from the clear swep 
shoal and whirls it for miles high 
over the island, carrying it into the 
inland and scattering it everywhere 
Tho work of these storms does no( 
always end with that. Entire ehoola 
of fish, of all sizes, have been swepl 
up timo and again by tho fierce winds 
with tho water and sand and scat 
tored about Borneo. Ia some places 
the ground would bo literally cov 
ered with fish, enough to supply a 
heavy population for weeks. Bu 
such luclt is no reparation for the 
evil tho winds do, and consequently 
tho northern half will never be in 
habited by those who value their 
lives."—St Louis Glole-Democrat.

SNAKE3 IN" CAPTIVITY. 


Bow the Beptlle* Are Caught, Tamed ud 


Oared For In Clrouu and Mlueanu. 
Nearly all the snakes you see in 


museums and circus exhibitions were 
sent to this country from Africa or 
South America. The boa constrictor 
comes from Africa and some very 
large specimens from Brazil. It is 
seldom that we can secure an ana- 
conda. 


In both Africa and South America 


the snakes are captured by the na 


„ who very often, however, are 


afraid of them, and do not under 
take to secure them unless they are 
accompanied by an American or Eu- 
ropean who will take the lead in the 
expedition. 


In Brazil the large snakes are some 


times captured with nets, which are 
thrown over them. The smaller onei 
are caught with a big stick, shaped 
at one end like a two pronged pitch 
fork. The man approaches the snake 
after the animal has partaken of a 
good meal and when he feela heavy 
and sleepy. The fork is placed over 
the snake's head, and he ia- thus 
pinned to the ground. Then he coils 
himself around the stick, and in thai 
manner is carried away and put in a 
strong box, ready to be shipped to 
some foreign country. Even large 
snake* are often captured hi this way. 


Boa constrictors ore obtained in 


the forests near the Amazon and 
Platte rivers. They are sometimes 
20 feet in length and weigh from 50 
to 100 pounds. Tree boas are cap- 
tured from 12 to 11 feet long, but the 
majority of them are 7 or 8 feet long. 
The Indians of Brazil capture this 
variety of suake while they are en- 
gaged in their vocation of gathering 
rubber. They put the rubber and s 
lot of snakes in canoes, take them 
about 4,000 miles up the Amazon 
river, where they sell them to the 
traders, who in turn ship them in 
steamers which take the raw rubbei 
to the coast. 


Anacondas also come from Brazil. 


They are highly prized because they 
are so handsomely marked, but the 
specimens we are able to get here 
aro smaller than the boas. 


Snakes will not eat dead food. We 


feed them on birds, chickens, pigeons 
alid rabbits and white mice. But 
the large snakes will not be content 
with a meal of mice. Tho bait is en- 
tirely too small for them, and the 
little creatures could run iH'tmuu 
their cage without being harmed. 
Large snakes demand a chicken, a 
rabbit or a largo rat, and they take 
particular delight in killing the food 
they are to pat, They Ho not eat so 
much in captivity and consequently 
are not so long lived. Somo of them 
Will not live over a year, while a 
snako who is n good feeder will live 
IU or 12 years. 


This question of food would bo a 


voiy expensive item in keeping a 
snake if it iverp not for the fact that 
ho only eats once a month, aud some- 
times 'not that often, It is rare 
find one that will eat oftoaer than 
once a week. Snakes are very quiet 
and docile after they have been fed. 
The fat in a snake is iii layers, and is 
found in greater quantities than in 
nay otjwr animal I know of. Quo 
reason,'I'euppuiic, why they can go 
without eating i'or such long periods 
is because they can live off their own 
fat. Some say that snake oil or fat 
is a cure for rheumatism. I knrw 
many people who have faith in this 
reined y, but I do not J>eliev!e in its 
efficacy myself, and f panuot say 
fhflf, I have ever heard pf a cure by 
its use,—WafchingtoB News.

Assuming tho woiite averaged nix let- 


ters apiece, l.SOO letters a minute wero 
written. 


It ia estimated that to ranko each let 


ter tlio fingers aro raised to a height of 
two inches from the keyboard. Two 
inches added for the descending move- 
ment make the fingers travel four inches 
before each letter is struck. So this ex- 
pert's hand iu writing these 200 words 
traveled 4,800 inches, 400 feet during 
tho miirute m wbich she wrote- tho 200 
words. 
But thia ia unusual, of course. Very

field, was added. Tho uuion of thp 
three countries is thus indicated on 
the "union." Tho St. George's cross 
of England remains as before and is 
tho central feature of the flag, divid- 
ing it into' four quarters, occupied 
by the St. Andrew's crosses, 
white of Scotland utid tho red of Iro- 
lant!, which are placed side by side. 


Aboard a British warship the 


"union" is hoisted only when the 
queou or admiral is aboaid. English 
fchips sail under tho Bntish en&ign, 
of which there 
JUHI three kind: 


white, bhie and red— each with the 
union m a tquare in the upper part 
of the hoist— that portion of tho flag 
along tho staff. 
Tho navy and, by 


special coimni&bion, the Uoyal Yacht 
club, sail under the white ensign, 
which lias besides tho union the red 
cross of lit. Ouoiye ovor tho uholc. 


The blue ensign is a privilege al- 


lowed to those inei< h.uit'-h'ps which 
aro officered by members of tho na- 
val reserve and one third of whose 
ci'fav/b Uiloug 10 tho n.serve.

The capital »tock of the company is 
to be divided into 100,000 shares of 
S10 each, and the subscription books 
are open to everybody. The official 
statement is that to put the company 
Into Immediate operation about thirty 
independent pipe lines will refine the 
oil under direction of the company, 
and turn it oter at actual cost f ir 
marketing. The proflts a.*e to be di- 
vided equally between the rcSnera 
and the company, their means of dis- 
tribution including the present dis- 
tributing plants, located in fifty cit- 
ies, together with all the tanks and 
other appliances, taking stock in the 
company as payment.
